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BALTIMORE - For Da¬ 
vid Ortiz, this may be one 
of the lasting scars from 
September's collapse, that 
the Boston Red Sox club¬ 
house was portrayed as 
a place where there were 
few, if any, leaders to be 
found. Worse yet is the 
idea that it was no different 
this season. 

Understand, then, that 
Ortiz's first reaction was 
suspicion when he was 
asked Monday night, after 
he'd hit a home run onto 
Eutaw Street beyond the 
right-field fence in Camden 
Yards in an 8-6 Boston vic¬ 
tory, about the team meet¬ 
ing he called on May 11, in 
the midst of the uproar over 
Josh Beckett's golf game. 

"Who told you about that 
meeting?" he said. 

Told that it had already 
been reported, Ortiz did not 
reveal details, other than in 
general terms, about what 
was said in the course of 
the meeting. 

But as the player with 
the most seniority in the 
Red Sox clubhouse now 
that Tim Wakefield andJa- 
son Varitek have retired, 
Ortiz minced few words in 
describing how insulting he 
finds it to be dismissed as 
lacking leadership qualities 
-- not only by the media, 
but by the people running 
the team. 

"Well, let me tell you, I 
was reading an article [that] 
talked about the leaders 
people call 'leaders' in this 
town," he said. "Basically, 
it seems like no matter 
what you do, it's not good 


enough. 

"And you can only call 
leaders the guys who are 
out diving for balls on the 
field or calling pitches be¬ 
hind the plate?" 

That would seem to be a 
direct reference to Varitek, 
who was the team's cap¬ 
tain, and toDustin Pedroia, 
often mentioned as a pos¬ 
sible successor to Varitek 
as captain. 

"No. 1, I don't agree with 
that," Ortiz said. "And No. 
2, what I do I don't do for 
people to know. I do it for 
my teammates, to get to 
know things better. I don't 
give a [expletive] about 
anybody knowing what we 
talk about, No. 1. And No. 
2, I don't give a [expletive] 
what they call leaders." 

Shortstop Mike Aviles, 
for one, had praised Ortiz 
for calling the team meet¬ 
ing, after which the Red 
Sox have won nine of 11 
games. "He's a leader, he's 
a leader," Aviles said Sun¬ 
day. "And when you have a 
leader like that call a meet¬ 
ing, [he] basically says, 
'Let's go, let's step this up 
and get where we need to 
be.'" 

But that perception of 
Ortiz is not typically shared 
outside of the clubhouse. 
Oh, much has been made 
about Ortiz as a beloved 
teammate and a unifying 
bridge between the team's 
Anglo and Latin players, 
but leader? Not so much, 
which Ortiz -- who is 36 and 
in his 20th year of playing 
professional baseball -- 
says only reflects the igno¬ 


rance of those making that 
judgment. 

"What they call lead¬ 
ers is not what a leader is 
all about," he said. "They 
need to go to the dictionary 
and find out what the word 
'leader' means. You know 
what I'm saying? The lead¬ 
ers they call leaders are 
the ones who get in front 
of the crowd and try to lead 
them. But that's not the 
case here. 

"I'm the kind of [expletive] 
who worries about winning 
games. I'm a winner. I hate 
losing. But what I do, I don't 
do for everybody to know. 
I do it for us to get better, 
and the trash talking out 
there to stop." 

Ortiz insists it doesn't 
matter if he's called a lead¬ 
er, but the topic clearly ran¬ 
kles him. 

"I don't give a [expletive] 
if they want to call me a 
leader. I don't give a [ex¬ 
pletive] if they want to call 
me a captain. I don't give a 
[expletive] if they call me ei¬ 


ther of them. Because you 
know what? I always say 
I came to play this game 
and one day I'm going to 
be gone. And as long as I 
play, I'm going to try to do 
good. I'm going to try to 
do whatever it takes to win 
ballgames." 

To Ortiz, there is a lack 
of respect for what he has 
tried to do in his decade 
here. 

"I don't get no respect," 
he said. "Not from the me¬ 
dia. Not from the front of¬ 
fice. What I do is never the 
right thing. It's always hid¬ 
ing, for somebody to find 
out." 

Though he did not men¬ 
tion it, it still stings Ortiz that 
the Red Sox were unwilling 
to sign him to a two-year 
contract extension, instead 
coming to an agreement on 
a one-year, $14.75 million 
deal just prior to an arbitra¬ 
tion hearing. 

Ortiz also said he was 
criticized for not calling a 
meeting earlier. 


"Somebody wrote, 'Why 
didn't he do it earlier?' Ear¬ 
lier? When am I going to do 
it, in spring training? What 
did I do wrong? Seriously, 
what did I do wrong? 

"You hit 54 home runs, 
then hit 35, it's not good 
enough. How many people 
hit 35? Never good enough, 
bro. That's why I don't care. 

"What I care about is the 
respect of my teammates, 
the [expletives] who know 
that we need to play the 
game better, worry about 
what we got to do, and 
that's about it. They re¬ 
spect that. We talked and 
then we go about our busi¬ 
ness afterward. I don't care 
about anything else." 

So did the message 
take? 

"That's what I care 
about," he said, nodding. 
"We're playing better, we're 
winning, everybody is go¬ 
ing about their business. 
And it's still May. Not late, 
like [some critics] want to 
say." 
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Mariners trip up Yu Darvish again, cruise by Rangers 



SEATTLE - Felix Her¬ 
nandez said the hype and 
attention paid to Texas star 
Yu Darvish had no bear¬ 
ing on his level of intensity 
heading into Monday night. 

Seattle's ace was too 
focused on making sure 
the best offensive team in 
baseball didn't continue 
Hernandez's unusual run 
of rough starts. 

"Attack and just throw 
strikes," Hernandez said. 
"If you get behind against 
this lineup, it's a problem." 

Hernandez shut down 
Texas' sluggers for eight in¬ 
nings, while Ichiro Suzuki 
and the Mariners bats were 
chasing Darvish after just 
four innings in the shortest 
start of the season in Seat¬ 
tle's 4-1 win over the Rang¬ 
ers. Seattle became the 
first team that Darvish had 
to face for a second time, 
and for a second time he 
struggled to solve the Mari¬ 
ners. Darvish (6-2) labored 
through 96 pitches and a 
season-high six walks and 
was denied the chance to 
become the first seven- 
game winner in the majors. 

Only Seattle's inability to 
take advantage of a bas¬ 


es-loaded situation in the 
fourth inning kept Darvish's 
line from being worse. Su¬ 
zuki singled and tripled off 
his countryman, driving in a 
pair of runs as Seattle built 
on its three-game sweep of 
Colorado over the week¬ 
end. "He can throw any¬ 
thing at any time, obviously 
has a good arm and keeps 
the ball down for the most 
part," Seattle manager Eric 
Wedge said. "But you re¬ 
ally have to tip your hat to 
our guys, offensively. Our 
guys went up there, made 
him come into the zone and 
when he didn't, took the 
passes when we could." 

While most of the atten¬ 
tion went to Darvish and his 
impressive run of success, 
Hernandez was trying to 
atone for a pair of forget¬ 
table starts against the 
Yankees and Cleveland in 
which Hernandez allowed 
a combined 21 hits and 10 
earned runs. 

He was back to his top 
form against the Rang¬ 
ers. Hernandez allowed 
six hits, struck out seven 
and walked two. He took 
a shutout into the eighth 
before Mitch Moreland hit 


a leadoff homer to deep 
right-center field. It marked 
the 15th straight game Tex¬ 
as hit at least one homer, 
but Hernandez finished off 
the inning, and his night 
with his second strikeout of 
slugger Josh Hamilton. 

"How hot (Hamilton) is 
right now, that was pretty 
good," Hernandez said. 

It helped Hernandez that 
he was playing with a lead 
and thanks in part to some 
lessons learned from the 
first time Seattle saw Dar¬ 
vish. Namely patience. 

While Darvish was off to 
a solid start -- subtract the 
five runs in the first two in¬ 
nings against the Mariners 
in his debut and his ERA 
since then is 1.94 -- all of 
his starts were against 
teams seeing the Japa¬ 
nese star for the first time. 

And Seattle had plenty of 
success -- for two innings 
-- when it saw Darvish for 
the first time back in April. 
The Mariners rattled Dar¬ 
vish for eight hits and five 
earned runs that day, but 
the Rangers gave Darvish 
enough offense to make 
that first start a victory. 

This time, Seattle had 



nearly as much offensive 
success -- trading hits for 
walks -- but the Rangers' 
bats were getting silenced 
by Hernandez. 

Darvish's troubles start¬ 
ed almost immediately. He 
walked Michael Saunders 
with one out in the first and 
Suzuki immediately ripped 
a shot over first base and 
down the right field line. But 
instead of bouncing off the 
short-wall in foul territory 
and into the outfield, the 
ball hit and stayed at the 
base of the wall. Saunders 
scored from first and Suzu¬ 
ki strolled into third and an 
early lead for Hernandez. 

Seattle gave Hernandez 
a bigger cushion in the third 
inning. With two runners on 
and one out, Suzuki sent a 
single into shallow center 
that scored Dustin Ackley 
from second. Saunders 
was aggressive and tried 
to go first to third on the hit, 
and instead jogged home 
when Hamilton's throw 
from center soared over 
third baseman Adrian Bel- 
tre and into the Rangers' 


dugout on the fly. Rookie 
Jesus Montero followed 
with a sacrifice fly to deep 
center that scored Suzuki. 

Darvish continued to 
struggle in the fourth, walk¬ 
ing the bases loaded to 
start the inning. Ackley's 
RBI single scored John 
Jaso, but Darvish got in¬ 
field groundouts by Saun¬ 
ders and Suzuki and a 
strikeout of Kyle Seager to 
end the inning and limit the 
damage. Montero added 
an RBI double in the sev¬ 
enth off reliever Yoshinori 
Tateyama, who was called 
up on Monday after Neftali 
Feliz was placed on the 15- 
day disabled list. 

Darvish had pitched into 
at least the sixth inning of 
all eight of his previous 
starts. 

"I was apologetic. I 
wasn't able to go deep 
in the game as a start¬ 
er should," Darvish said 
through an interpreter. 
"Giving up those runs with 
only four hits; overall the 
approach and substance 
wasn't that good." 
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Heat stars call out Danny Granger 


MIAMI -- Miami Heat stars LeB- 
ron James and Dwyane Wade 
have grown tired of what they think 
are baiting tactics from the Indiana 
Pacers' Danny Granger. James 
went so far as to call Granger's 
ploy "stupid." 

Granger has gotten called for 
technical fouls in each of the past 
three games for getting into both 
James' and Wade's faces after 
fouls. Granger said he doesn't 


intend to back down but several 
times he has appeared to be the 
one to instigate the confrontation.

series. The Heat were the heavy 
favorite coming in and Granger 
said the team feels it has to earn 
respect. 

"I think there is a line and I'm tip¬ 
toeing it," Granger said. "That's a 
product of the chip on my shoul¬ 
der and we have on our shoulder 
as a team of not being respected. 
That goes not just for this series, 
but all year. We had the fourth or 
fifth best record in the NBA and I 
think we only had one televised 
game. Three or four teams that 
didn't make the playoffs had more 
televised games than us. It was 
just a matter of being disrespected 
nationally." 

Granger went to chest to chest 
with James in both Games 2 and 
3, once after a play in the post 
and once after he fouled James in 
transition. In Game 4 on Sunday, 
Granger approached Wade after 
teammate Roy Hibbert and Wade 
got tied up after a hard foul under 
the basket. "I'm all for standing up 
for your guys, but certain things 
you just can't keep doing," Wade 
said. "My message to Granger was 
that you just can't keep running up 
into people's faces for altercations. 
We're not fighting on this basket¬ 
ball court, so let's not act like we're 


going to fight. We can be physical 
and do all that, but certain things 
got to stop. Are you out here to 
play basketball or are you out here 
to be a tough guy?" 

It has been quite clear that part 
of the Pacers' strategy for the se¬ 
ries is to get under Wade's and 
James' skin as much as possible. 
Indiana prefers to play a physi¬ 
cal style, especially defensively. 
Granger admitted after watching 
replays he realized it was Hibbert 
who made contact first. 

"Maybe it was overreaction, 
maybe it wasn't," Granger said. "I 
don't know, but it was in the heat 
of the moment. I run to the defense 
of my teammates so often. Some¬ 
times they're in the wrong, some¬ 
times they're in the right. But I'm 
blinded by the fact that they're my 
teammates so I just automatically 
run to their defense." 

James said if Granger is looking 
for a fight he won't get one from the 
Heat. 

"Nobody is fighting on the bas¬ 
ketball court. C'mon," he said. "I'm 
not going to fight because I mean 
too much to our team and I can't af¬ 
ford to be suspended for a game or 
do something stupid to get thrown 
out of a playoff game." 
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
